The psychological effect of the 
letter bomb campaign has been far 
More severe than any other ter- 
rorist activity of recent times, 

Jewish organizations throughout

He prefers the ‘first alter- 
native, explaining that if the regional 
court held againat them, the mam- 


-zerim could then appeal to the 
‘ Supreme Court. 


Rabbi Yosef tald The Jerusalem 
Post last night that Rabbi Goren 
had “given him an ultimatum” at 
their twice-weekly meeting in Tel 
Aviv last riday. According to 
Rabbl Yosef, Rabbi Goren said: “If 
you agree to my suggestion, then I 
will agree to have a joint inaugura- 
tion ceremony with you, and T will 
agree that you wear the traditional 
Sephardi mitsnefet (ceremonial) 
headgear) and cloak. Tf you do not 
agree to my lon, then our 
ways will from this point. I 
will not allow a joint inauguration 
and [ wil] not cooperate with you 
in anything else. I will not re- 
cognize the validity of your appoint- 
ments of rabbis and dayanim.” 

Rabbi Yosef added: “Rabbi Goren 
also voiced some very harsh criti- 
cism of the members of the Supreme 
Rabbinical Court which is better not 
repeated.” 

Rabbi Yosef replied he would con- 
sider the matter and give his answer 
in a week — δὰ Rabbi Goren said 
that was too long. Rabbi Yosef 
thereupon promised his answer to- 
day. He told The Post last night 
that he was firmly resolved not to 
change his stand, “My decision is 
final. I will not agree to his sugges- 
ton particularly after hia 
threats, since the threats may 
impair my objectivity.” 

Rabbi Yosef said he would deliver 
his answer to Rabbi Goren in a 
letter today, at the same _ time 
calling on him to settle the issuc 
peacefully, “‘without needless hatred," 
and to work together “to achieve 
the great hopes which have been 
vested in us." * : 

Rabbi Yosef said that Friday's 
ultimatum came efter intense pres- 
sure on him from Rabbi Goren. He 
said that Rabbi Goren had refused 
to allow him to introduce an item 
into the agenda of the next meeting 
of the Chief Rabbinate Council — 
ἃ meeting which Rabbi Yosef will 
chair —- on the grounds that the 
mamzerim issue must be solved ‘be- 
fore all else. 

On the other hand, said Rabbi 
Yosef, Rabbi Goren had last week 
sent him the case of a young 
Karaite girl to free from the taint 
of mamzerut. (Most balachic author- 
ities hold that Karaites are of 


doubtful legitimacy — and Rabbi τ, 


Goren accepts this view. Rabbi Yo- 
sef accepts the view that they are 
fully legitimate and may marry 
Jews.) “I shall ‘free’ this girl to- 
day,” Rabbi Yosef said.

The local Communist Party, one 
of whose members was Killed on 
Saturday, appeared to be playing 
ἃ major role in the demonstration. 
The demonstrators, marching under 
the eyes of armed troops and police, 
chanted anti-government and anti- 
capitalist slogans. 

One frequent chant sald “down 
with the government of robbers.” 
Another said, “the government did 
not use its bullets against the 
Israeli invaders in order to use 
them against the striking workers,” 

‘The demonstrators marched peace- 
fully to Parliament House where 
they were met by Kamal Jumblatt, 
leader of the Progressive Socialist 


arty. 

Addressing the demonstrators in 
the name of “Progressive parties 
in Lebanon,” Jumblatt condemned 
what he described as the “barbaric 
methods with which the Ghandour 
factory workers were treated last 
Saturday. 

“We demand the release of de- 
tained workers. We want those res- 
ponsible for the kilHng punished, 
and we demand the authorities meét 
the demands of the striking work- 
ers,” Jumblatt said. 

‘Be said the government's resigna- 
tion should be the “price to be paid 
for the killings.” 

The demonstrators later dispersed 
peacefully. 

A four-hour emergency meeting 
of the Lebanese cabinet on Sunday 
night charged the military with 
maintaining law and order through- 
out the country and warned against 
the staging of illegal processions 
and other demonstrations, 

Nevertheless, the labour unions 
and left wing political parties decided 
at a meeting yesterday morning to 
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go ahead with the demonstration. 
‘In a statement after the meeting 
the leader of the General Labour 
Federation, Gabriel Khouri, said the 
general strike would still be held 


“We have informed the president 
that the strike which the workers 
will carry out Tuesday is not a 
political one,” he said. 

“Our strike is only for one day, 
and it has been called in protest and 
in mourning for those killed,” Khouri 
said. 

Barlier yesterday, the “An Nahar” 
newspaper said Prime Minister Saeb 
Salem, who was vacationing in 
Greece, but was due back in Beirut 
yesterday, should cable his resigna- 
tion so that a new premier “may 
wipe off the blood spilled” in his 
absence, 

Another newspaper editor, Rene 
Aggouri of the French-language “As 
Safa," criticized Salem for staying 
in power despite “almost unanimous 
popular discontent” with the pres- 
ent cabinet. 

The clash on Saturday came 
after strikers, demanding a five 
per cent wage increase promised by 
the government, attacked their 
factory, the Ghandour chocolate 
plant, with stones. 

Police said they came under fire 
from nearby houses and returned 
fire. The dead — one of the strikers 
and a young woman onlooker — 
were buried on Sunday. 

A spokesman for the strikers 
denied the police were fired Upoi.

Jackson calls 
direct talks 


‘precondition’ 


LOD AIRPORT. — Direct talks he- 
tween Israel and the Egyptians is 
2 pre-condition for any kind of 
effective peace settlement in the 
Middle East, U.S. Senator Henry M. 
Jackson stated here yesterday. 
Here on a two-day visit as guest 
of the Foreign Ministry, the Demo- 
cratic Senator from the state of 
Washington sald the U.S. adminis- 
{ration should now concentrate on 
the promotion of a dialogue between 
Israel and Egypt in its Middle East 
peace efforts. :

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J'lem garbage plant seen 
destined for rubbish heap

Jerusalem's Danno compost plant, 
which has been consuming a portion 
of the Capitals garbage for the 
past year, seems destined for the 
rubbish heap itself. 

The directors of the Municipality- 
owned plant decided yesterday to 
recommend that the plant be shut 
down a9 scon as residents begin 
moving into the houses on adjacent 
French Hill, closest to the garbage- 
processing plant. Residents are 
scheduled to begin moving into the 
mearby Camdev project within a 
month. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek had earlier 
said the plant would be moved if 
its odours constituted a nuisance to 
nearby residents. It was generally 
assumed that the plant would be 
moved eastward, to the industral 
zone that is to be developed at 
Anata, on the edge of the Judean 
Desert. The plant directors, however, 
Tecommend that the plant be sold 
rather than moved. 

The decision, according to an in- 
formed source, 18 attributable in 
part to” the desire to prevent the 
compost plant’s becoming an issue 
in next year’s elections. “It's a 
ready-made item for neighbourhood 
committees to leap on," he said. 
“From an operative point of view, 
the plant could have kept operating 
for years until the Anata industrial 
zone was ready.” 

‘The plant has been consuming 20- 
30 per cent of the city’s daily out- 
put of 200 tons of garbage and con- 
verting it into compost, which is 
sold as fertilizer, The bulk of the 


city's garbage is dumped in an 
empty wadi near Azariya. Ρ 

“azariya is no solution,” said ἃ 
City official. “Someday it will be 
declared a health hazard. The In- 
terior Ministry is working on ἃ 
national plan for garbage disposal. 
This can only be solved at the 
national level.” 

The Danno plant wag acquired 
from its Danish manufacturers in 
1964 by the Municipality, at 2 cost 
of Iui.5m., after the dump near 
Kibbutz Zova, in the Jerusaiem Cor- 
ridor, had been declared a health 
hazard. But it was kept in 3 ware- 
house for years becaus¢ no site 
could be found for it —- every pros- 
pective neighbour protested that the 
Plant would be an intolerable aoul- 
sance. 

The expansion of the city limits 
following the Six Day War seemed 
to provide the opportunity to sal- 
vage the investment. It was set up 
in a building (renovated at a cost 
of 1L300,000) on a site next to 
French Hill, which had been destg- 
mated for nuisance industries. A 
municipal slaughterhouse had been 
established there under the Jordan- 
ians snd continues to operate, The 
Government decision to turn Freach 
Hill into a residential area — and 
ἃ high-density one at that — sealed 
Danno's fate. ἃ Municipal official 
said last night that several towns 
in Israel had in the past expressed 
an interest in acquiring a Danno 
plant. They will be informed that 
one is available. 

The Municipality has been look- 
ing for a purchaser for the past 
half year without success.

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29 die as storms lash 
Northern Europe

At least 29 persons died yesterday 
as storms and torrential rain ac- 
companied by winds up to 200 
kilometres an hour lashed Northern 
Europe, leaviag ἃ trall of floods and 
destructioa. 

Hardest hit was Germany, where 
i8 fatalities were reported — 10 in 
Lower Saxony, Sve in North Rhine 
Westfalen, and three In Bremen. At 
Iwast five people were killed by 
falling trees. 

In West Berlin, a temporary 
structure housing half a million 
dooks was blown away. Workers 
were rushed to save the volumes, 
which belonged te the state library. 

Another roof, in Huettental, West 
Germany, was ripped off a voca- 
tional school. Tre 200-metre-square 
structure broke up and landed on 
ἃ queue of school children at a bus 
stop. One 11-year-old girl was killed. 

In Bremen, a metal sign was torn 
from a hotel roof, and slashed into 
the roof of a crowded ous, killing 
one passenger and injuring others. 

The Netherlands were hit dy 
cutting gales which roared in from 
the English Channel and the North 
Sea, reaching up to 144 kph. 

Three persons were Killed by 
falling trees. Two farmers were 
killed while on emergency work, 
and another man was drowned when 
his rowboat overturned.

In the centre of London, 135 kph., 
winds blew in the night, streets were 
littered with debris and fallen trees. 

In the commuter areas surround. 
ing London, floodwaters, trees and 
broken power lines blocked main 
roads, snarling the early morning 
traffic. 

In Dublin City, offictals declared 
a “full-scale emergency” following 
what they described as the Irish 
Capital’s worst flooding in 10 years. 
Police said scores of families were 
evacuated from flooded homes.

Australia ‘taking no chances’ 
— 2 cholera suspects isolated 


SYDNEY. — Two more cholera sus- 
pects were isolated in Australia 
yesterday as health authorities met 
the threat of the disease spreading 
with the assurance “we are taking 
no chances.” 

A 69-year-old man who arrived 
in Darwin early yesterday on a 
BOAC Jumbo jet flight from Londo. 
to Melbourne, was detained for tests. 

A Health Department spokesman 
said the man had developed an ill- 
ness during a four-day stay in 
Hongkong and his medical deten- 
tion was purely a precautionary 
measure. “We are not very worried 
about it. It looks like an ordinary 
diarrhoea case, but we are taking 
no chances," said the spokesman. 

The plane, which had passed 
through Bahrain —- blamed as the 
‘source of last week's outbreak of 
the disease which has claimed 38 
confirmed passenger cases from a 
Quantas Jumbo flight — was fumi- 
gated in Melbourne and later al- 
lowed to take off for London. 

Health officials said ἃ boy aged 
nine, one of the passengers on the 
original Quantas flight, was Isolated 
jn Hobart, Tasmania, 85 a cholera 
juspect. 

Health officials said 25 people, 
apart from the 38 confirmed cases, 
were under observation in isolation 
in hospitals in Australia. 

Out of 54 cholera cases discovered 
in Bahrain since October 26, only 


cases detected so far, 10 re- 
main in hospital, while six have 
been released. 

Le end 


seven are stiil in quarantine accord- 
ing to a Health Ministry statement 
issued yesterday in Bahrain. 

It said 46 cases have been treated 
and released from the hospital and 
only one person died 45 a result of 
the disease. The seven casey still 
hospitalized are considered mild and 
will probably be discharged within 
the next three days. 

In Gateshead, Engiand, an Aus- 
tralian woman was reported yester- 
day to be “stil} 11" with cholera, 
but in satisfactory general condl- 
tion in a hospital. 

Doctors believed the 52-year-old 
woman, who was not named, caught 
the disease at Bahrain during 1 
fight from Sydney to London.

— Delegates from 
78 countries yesterday signed an 
international convention to control 
the dumping of wastes at sea and 
save the world’s oceans from pollu- 
tion.

The convention broadly followed

signed into law October 28. Russell

Tt pledged governments to monitor 
and regulate dumping of wastes at 
sea by thelr own ships and by 
foreign ships loading from their 
ports. 

Among substanceg which may not 
be dumped at all are nerve gas, 
DDT and certain other pesticides, 
high-level radioactive ‘wastes, 
cadmium and mercury compounds, 
oils, plastics and other substances 
which do not decompose but persist 
indefinitely. 

Other wastes among them 
cyanide, fluoride and materials con- 
taining such heavy metals as arsenic, 
lead and chromium — may be 
dumped only under certain condi- 
tions and under government con- 
trols. 

‘All other substances will require 
general permits, 

The convention allows one loophole 
in dumping banned wastes when 
disposal on land could create un- 
acceptable risk to human life. In 
such cases a country is supposed 


to' réport to an international or- 
ganization — to be set up under the 
convention — and to consult other 
interested governments. 

“It is our hope and expectation 
this exception will have an extremely 
narrow application,” Train said. “We 
would prefer it never to be used at 
all.” 

The convention does not cover 
dumping by military vessels ‘but 
pledges the signatory governments 
to enforce regulations οὐ their 
navies having the same effect. 

Governments must ratify the con- 
vention ‘before it comes into force. 

Conference sources said a main 
sticking point which delayed agree- 
ment was attempts by some coun- 
tries to have their claims to more 
than the 19 km. territor- 
jal limit recognized in the conven- 
tion text. 

Eventually it wag agreed the con- 
vention should side-step the conflict 
over territorial Mmits and leave it 
for a United Nations conference on 
the law of the sea next’ year.

MIAMI (UPI).— Detroit police 
said two of the hijackers, Henry 
Jackson and Lewis Moore, each 
had been charged with three 
rapes and questioned in connec- 
tion with several other assaults 
on women. Neither has been con- 
victed on such charges. 

They were described as close 
friends whose dream of becoming 
rich turned sour when they were 
unsuccessful in a $ém. suit 
against the city of Detroit, sac- 
cusing police of brutality. 

Tennessee prison authorities 
said Cale escaped on October 29 
from the Nashville community 
work release centre, a mlaimum- 
security facility for short-term 
prisoners. 

Detroit authorities said Moore 
and Jackson have been ques- 
tioned in connection with nine 
rapes, two assaults with intert 
to rape, one gross indecency and 
one assault and battery. Three 
warrants are outstandiag against 
them, they said. 

On October 12, the two men 
appeared in court on two charges 
of forcible rape and were re- 
leased on §500 bond. A third 
warrant on charges of forcible 
rape was issued on October 24, 
but neither man showed up for 
the preliminary hearing, police 
said, 

Robert Cohn, a Detroit at- 
torney, said he represented the 
two men in ἃ §4m, suit charg- 
ing Detroit pollece with brutality 
when Moore and Jackson were 
arrested on concealed-weapons 
charges, 

Those charges were dropped, 
but Moore and Jackson insisted 
that the sult be pressed, when 
the city of Detroit was dropped 
as a party in the suit, Cohn sald, 
they realized their chances of 
collecting were gone, and they 
grew bitter. 

“They told me they were tired 
of being poor,” Cohn said.

‘X 12th century ΒΟ ἘΣ vessels 
were found by Israeli archaeol- 
ogists in Cyprus this summer 
similar to those found at the Phi- 
Estine site of Ashdod in Israel. The 
find indicates that some of the 
groups called the “Philistines” in the 
Bible and the “Sea Peoples” in other 
contemporary lterary sources settled 
ἀπ Cyprus at about the same time 
they came to the shores of this 
country. They are believed to have 
migrated from the Aegean Islands. 
The six-week dig was carried out 
by a Sebrew University expedition 
at the tel of Athienou, located be- 
tween Nicosia and Larnace. Joint 
directors of the 20-man team were 
Dr. Trude Dothan and Dr. Amnon 
Ben Tor. It was the second year 
of the Israeli dig in Cyprus, a coun- 
try with which Israel maintained 
close cultural and commercial ties 
in antiquity. The Israeli group was 
one of 15 foreign archaeological 
teams active in the island.

An earller level at the dig turned 
up thousands of small earthenware 
vessels in the courtyard of a public 
building dating to the 44th and 
13th centuries B.C.E. Too small to 
have served any practical purpose, 
the jars were apparently votive ves- 
sels — meaning that this waz a

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against 2 judgment of the 
Jerusalem District Court delivered 
on January 2, 1972 (in C:A. 151/72). 

The appellant, who was 8 statutory 
tenant of an apartment owned by 
the respondents, wished to hand 
it over for key money to one Shimon 
Darai' He was authorized by the 
Tenancy Tribunal to do so and Mr. 
Darai had already taken possession 
of the apartment and deposited the 


δ agreed-upon key money with the 


court when the District Court over- 
ruled the Tenancy Tribunal's deci- 
sion and returned the case to it. 

In renewed proceedings before the 
Tenancy ‘Tribunal the landlords 
(respondents} expressed thelr wish 
te exercize their option to have the 
apartment returned to them and the 
Tribunal decided that they should 
pay the tenant (appellant) his share 
of the key money within 15 days If 
they wished to realize their right 
to do 80. 

The landiords appealed ageinst this 
decision to the District Court, argu- 
ing that they were entitled, by 
virtue of section 24{a) of the Key 
Money Law, to deposit the tenant’s 
atare of the key money with the 
court, to be collected only after he 
had succeeded in getting Mr. Darai 
to vacate the apartment. The District 
Court accepted this argument and 
allowed the appeal. The tenant ap- 
pealed against this decision to the 
Supreme Court. 

Section 24(a) of the Key Money 
Law provides that: “If it appears 
to the tribunal that there is no 
reasonable ground for the landlord's 
objection to the proposed tenant, or 
that the landlord is making other 
unreasonable conditions, it shall 
grant the the requested ‘authoriza- 
tion (to the proposed tenant to take 
‘possession of the premises) ...but 
the judgment shall give the landlord 
permission during 15 dayg from the 
date of the judgment, to pay to the 
outgoing tenant his share of the 
key-money, or to deposit it in his 
favour and to resume possession of 
the premises.”

“We never promised a 
miracle, says Barnard

IN Professor Christiaan Bar- 
nard startled the entire medical 
profession in 1967 with the world’s 
first heart transplant, he was 2 re- 
latively young man (he celebrated 
lis 30th birthday last week in 
Greece en route to Israel) with a 
rather long-range insight into the 
future.

Although another surgeon has 
chalked up a record equal to Pro- 
fessor Barnard’s, the public Itaelf 
became scared. Says Dr. Barnard: 
“donors’ hearts were hard to ab- 
tain and potential patients shied 
away. Today, the only patients who 
are ready to accept the operation 
— which will add a year or two, or 
even more to thelr lives — are those 
already on thelr deathbeds. Why, 
lately 50 per cent of the patients 
who" present themselves for this oper- 
ation died of heart disease within 
two weeks after being admitted to 
the hospital, and before we could 
even find ἃ suitable donor.” 
Despite all these difficulties, Prof. 
Barnard is fully convinced that the 
business of heart transplants lg 
only in a temporary lull 
“When I was belng trained In 8 
hospital st the very beginnings of 
open heart surgery — five children 
were operated on in one week and 
all five died. But surgery of this 
type has continued, and 15 more and 
more successful from year to year. 
The surgeons didn't quit then.” 
Nor have they quit In two other 
fleids —- liver and lung transplants 
— although there ia a definite full

TOO FEW BIBLIOPHILES 
Doers 


A WHLL-known Israel pub- 
Usher, presumably influenced 
by the plot of one of his own 
whodunits, Is alleged to have 
salted away over a million dol- 
lars in one of those rather in- 
triguing Swiss bank accounts. 

Wf things are so good, what 
I want to know is, why are 
they so bad? Whenever I com- 
plain about the appalling stand- 
ard of the average Hebrew book 
the publishers refer in doleful 
tones to the economics of their 
trade; they simply can't afford 
to manufacture 8 better product. 

Tf I point to those firms who 
consistently maintain a high 
standard I am told that they are 
subsidized by one organization 
or another. They usually neglect 
to mention that they subsidize 
their own general books with the 
fat profits from textbooks. If a 
general work of fiction or non- 
fiction can sell around 3,000 co- 
ples, a school textbook print or- 
der is often ten times as much 
and yet the standard of produc- 
tion is usually even worse. Most 
parents are aware of the racket 
in annual "new" editions of these 
schoolbooks whose minimal 
changes ensure only a handsome 
balance-sheet for the publisher. 

‘As a fully-paid-up member of 
the People of the Book I must 
protest this state of affairs. Why 
the Israel public accepts nasty 
plastic bindings, poor paper and 
even worse printing, from 
chewed-up old type, is a mystery 
to me. 

Of the 100 or so publishers 
in this country only a handful 
take enough pride -in their work 
to choose a suitable type-face 
at a competent printer's and to 
specify an adequate grade of 
Paper and binding-cloth. They 
agonize over the cholce of end- 
papers or headbands (the little 
piece of coloured cord which pro- 
tects the spine from ‘breaking) 
and often order a special brass 
for gold-blocking the title. They 
appreciate the merchandizing 
role of a well-designed jacket 
and spend a little more to have 
it plastic-laminated or lacquered. 

Owing to their efforts a flour- 
ishing export trade has deve- 
loped both in co-publications, in 
association with some of the 
best-known publishing houses in 
the world, and in books com- 
missioned abroad. 


At the Fair 


However, this does not affect 
the general picture. Anyone 
visiting the bi-annual Jerusalem 
Book Fair has shared with me 
the disquieting experlence of 
passing through the local stands, 
Hned with horrid greenery-yal- 
lery jackets, each ‘bearing its 
own scratchy design, to the for- 
eign publishers section, It's like 
going from darkness into light. 

Some 30,000 titles are publish- 
ed in the U.K. every year, com- 
Pared to a thousand or so in 
Israel (the local figures are no- 
toriously @ificuit to come by). 
But the print order for most 
British titles is mot considerably 
greater than thelr Israel coun- 
terparts — despite the fact they 
have a potential market which 
is twenty times as large as the 
Israel publishers’. 

The British are not really a 
book-buying people, and most of 
the profits enjoyed 'by publishers 
there originate from the sale of 
subsidiary rights serlaliza- 
tion, paperbacks and even mo- 
vies. It ig not unknown, for in- 
stance, for an author to be pald 
£250 for a novel while. the pub- 
ligher promptly collects £1,000 
for the paperback rights.
